T he inflam m atory condition in ­ 
volving th e spinal cord of th e p a ­ 
tie n t p u ts out of com m ission but 
does n o t necessarily destroy m any 
of th e nerve cells th rough w hich 
m ovem ent is accom plished.

inflam m ation 
subsides, 
th e 
nerve cells w hich have 
n o t been 
destroyed recuperate. 
W ith 
recu p eratio n com es a re ­ 
sum ption of function. 
It is th e general belief of o rth o ­ 
pedic surgeons th a t recuperation in 
nerve cells an d resum ption of fu n c­ 
tion in m uscles will take place, if 
a t all, w ithin two years from th e 
d ate of disease 
D uring th is period, therefore, it is 
m ost 
im p o rta n t th a t every effort 
should be m ade to help in th e re ­ 
covery of affected parts. 
A fter tw o years, fu rth e r im prove­ 
m en t in paralyzed m uscles m ay n o t 
be e xpected , an d if— 
l arge d e ­ 
gree of disability rem ains it m ay be 
necessary to tre a t th e p a tie n t su rg i­ 
cally. 
T h ro u g h one or m ore varieties of 
surgical procedures, including m u s­ 
cle tra n sp la n ta tio n s, etc., re m a rk ­ 
able orthopedic corrections can be 
achieved. 
Of course, surgery ca n n o t bring 
back to life nerves th a t have died. 
b u t by m eans of surgery a useless 
lim b m ay be rendered of service an d 
deform ities m ay be corrected.

ation today advised drivers to use ex ­ 
treme caution in fog. 
"Log, which is particularly prev­ 
alent at this season, is dreaded by the 
m otorist almost as much a* it is by 
the m ariner,” said S. Edw ard Gable, 
president of the federation. 
"It vir­ 
tually wipes out visibility on the high­ 
ways, m aking travel dangerous to all 
users and demanding extrem e care 
and caution at all times. 
The driver 
who, either thoughtlessly or deliber­ 
ately, takes a chance on highways en­ 
shrouded by fog, risks not only his 
own safety, hut that of all others who 
happen that way." 
Mr. Gable called attention to a pro­ 
vision of the motor code that requires 
use of lights on cars during the day 
when visibility is bad because of fog, 
or 
for 
some 
other 
cause. 
"M any 
drivers seem to lie of tin* opinion." he 
said, ‘ that they are required to burn 
lights only during the period that be­ 
gins one h o u r-a fte r sunset and ends 
one hour before sunrise. 
T hat is not 
the case, as the state law governing 
Use of lights provides for just such 
emergencies as fog, storm or other 
condition that renders visibility |n tor 
during the day.”

New Feeling For And Against 
Church In Spain

Madrid (AP)—Splitting right and 
lift.

The Azana regime was faced at 
once with discontent in the strong­ 
ly Catholic provinces of Basque and 
Navarre while Catalonia, originator 
of the home rule idea, wondered 
what might happen to its cause 
with 
Alcala Zamora, 
counted as 
friendly, resigned from his place of 
power. 
Ala na Has Hobby 
The rightists in the new republic 
are showing signs of cohesion which 
may result in a stronger opposition 
bloc in the constitutional assembly. 
They are rallying on the remem­ 
brance th at Azana 
was credited 
with drafting the anti-church clause 
whose adoption led to the change. 
The new head of the provisional 
state is a lawyer with a hobby. For 
years, while Alfonso X III still sat 
on the throne, he devoted his spare 
time to a study of army organiza­ 
tion, writing whole books about it. 
Six months ago 
when 
Alfonso 
moved to Paris. Alcala Zamora gave 
him an opportunity to put his ideas 
in practice by making him serce- 
tary of war. 
The 
main 
idea 
developed 
by 
Azana was that there 
were 
too 
many officers in the Spanish army. 
He proceeded to reduce their num­ 
ber drastically. 
But 
the 
net 
result 
was 
to 
strengthen the fighting arm of the 
service. 
Observers have seen 
as 
one result a new esprit de corps in 
the rank and file and they look 
upon the army now as one of the 
chief stabilizing influences of the 
young republic. 
Azana himself has no doubt on

it will be his object to keep it so.

Miguel Maura followed the presi­ 
dent’s resignation by handing 
in 
his own papers, Quiroga went up a 
notch.
